RESCUES AT SEA. 


STEAMER’S GOOD 
. WORK. 


SIX PEOPLE SAVED. 


Tho-diatinotion of having saved 
tho Ilvon-of two difforont. partios 
of shipwrockod native fishorfolk 
on ono voyago was enmed re- 
contly by tho constor Botnis (ox- 
Mondomi), Captain A. Haalond, 
which arrived horo from Bangkok 
a couplo of days ago. 

On hor last trip from Hong- 
kong, the Botnin was running 
-down south with a strong N. E. 
monsoon with hoavy seas behind 
hor, snd making good. apeed, 
whon about 150 miles cost of 
Kulao Raia small Annamite 
fishing juok was suddonly sight- 
od, dismastud, hor dock awash 
and five survivorsa—throo mon, o 
woman and asmall boy—honging 
on to tho wreckage. Tho captain 
‘gtoored hin vossol slightly to tho 
windward of tho wrock in order 
to givo hor a little leo sholtor. 
The woathor was altogether too 
hoavy to launch a boat, so that 
tho only possible way to attempt 
a roscuc was to let the Botnia 
drift. alongside tho junk, 
throw the shipwrecked fishor- 
folk linos and pull them up by 
hand. Accordingly this procedure 
was followed, and tho steamor 
manoouvred alongside the junk, 
whon tho throo mon immediately 
eraspéd the ropos thrown down 
to them, climbed aboard tho 
stoamor and loft tho woman and 
-Httle boy behind. Tho-boy, how- 
ovor, followod aftor‘the men and 
@ pilot laddor was thrown down 
to him. As he was too small to 
climb up tho laddor, ho simply 
hung on toit and was pulled up 
on tho dock of tho Botnia, laddor 
and all. In tho meantimo, the 
poor woman scomed to have lost 
her sonros and made no attompt 
to save horsclf—sho was simply 
bowing and moaning, with folded 
hands. Finally tho sailora shout- 
od to hor and throw hor anothor 
ropo, with which sho at last 
managed to mako a running bow- 
line around hor waist, so that sho 
could bo pulled upon deck. All 
theso people luckily vory soon 
rocovored, although thoy had 
boon without food for two days. 
Tho next day thoy wero londed 
at Kam Ranh Bay. 

THE SECOND INCIDENT. 

Tho Botnin loft Kam Ranh Bay 
and prosecdod on hor voyage to 

’ Bangkok. Tho weathor continued 
rough with o High sea, and threo 
days afterwards, whilo aho was 
about 200 miles off Puto Obi (tho 
southorn point of Cambodia) the 
officer on tho bridge notivod o 

* small object bobbing up and down 
in the sea, only discorniblo whon 
it Was on tho top of a huge wave. 
Tho vosaol was slowed down, and 
finally stoppod, whon tho objoct 
was observed to boa small bamboo 
raft with what looked liko a 

A fishing net was 
goon to extend down into the 
wator, Ag tho woathor was still 
altogother too rough to attompt 
towering a bont, tho ateamor was 
brought alongside tho raft, whon 
it was scon that thero was a man 
on it, barcly alive, absolutely 
unablo to move. Hue was sitting 
on tho cdgo of the raft, with his 
foot dangling in the water. As 
ho was incapablo of bolping bim- 
solf, a sailor volunteored to go 
down in a boatswain's ohair, and 
thon mado o ropo fast around 
tho: man’s waist, after which 
hoth mon wero’ pulled beck on 
board tho. voseel, Tho survivor 
iavmodiatoly collapsed upon being 
‘Iandod on the deck. 

R' SCUED MAN'S STORY. 

‘Having gradually reoovored, 

- the reroued man told hia story, 
whioh was only undérstood with 
difficulty, as bo spokea quaint 
Camtodia dialect, bardly com- 
prehensible to tho natives ‘on 
board. It appearod thet ho had 
‘boen out in a small craft to pull 

‘up his fi-hing: not, for which tho 
bamboo raftrerved as & buoy. His 
canoe war only mado fast with 
a thin bamboo rope to tho raft, 
on which ho was knooling whilo 
‘ pulling in his baul . In tho moan- 
time the bamboo paintor ochaf-d 
off and the canoe drifted away, x0

up his not ard looked for his oraft

NEW SCHOOL. 


A LOCAL APPEAL. 


Stating that a sum of $342,872.- 
46 ie atill- required for tho 
undertaking, tho Rov. W.T. 
Foathorstono (Headmaster of the 
Diocesan Boys’ School) givos 
somo facts in his annual roport 
rogarding the now building which 
is in courso ‘of oroction on the 
Kowloon tido. Those show that 
tho total cost of the new school 
equipmont, hondmaster’a house 
oté., is $940,000, and that tho 
funds in sight now amount to 
$597,127.54...

in addition to tho money ro- 
quired for buildings, an aim is 
boing made to got dlarge Enrow- 
mont Fund, in which connection 
itis stated that:—‘In tho first 
fifty yoars of its history this 
school, liko many othors, had no 
endowmont. Now we aro da- 
veloping a big sachome for o 
school in an excollent situation 
with ‘its own playing ficlda, 
modern equipmont and ° an 
efficiont staff, Tho maintonanco 
of auch a school will bo hoavy 
and wocannet oxpoctto moot.all 
our annual oxponsos out of 
school foos and tho Govornment 
Grant; our school foes aro $160 
por annum fora Day Boy; com- 
pared with othor local schools 
these foos aro high. In addition 
wo havo an Orphanage atiachod 
to the School in which provision 
is mado for a Jimited number of 
orphans. and really desorving 
boys who aro admitted aftor o 
caroful scrutiny of their claims. 
Thus wo appeal for monoy for 
endowment as wollas for build- 
ings.” : : 


HOBBS SENTENCED.

STRONG COMMENTS ON 
NEWTON'S SHARE. | 


: London, March 9. 

After a trinl lasting inter- 
mittenily since ho was arrosted 
in Novomber in connection with 
the “Mr. A’ case, Hobbs has been 
Yound guilty of conspiracy to de- 
fraud, and boon ‘sentonced to two 
yoars’ hard Inbour. 

Hobbs was unwell practically 
throughout tho trial, in which 
tho mau Newton was tho chiof 
prosocution witness. - 

Counsol for tho dofonce, ad- 
dressing tho jury, complained 
that Hobbs had not boon given an 
opportunity of being confronted 
by the Rajah, Sir Hari Singh, 
who was tho chiof prosecutor in 
tho case. The wholo fabric of tho 
caso ogainst Hobbs doponded on 
the story of one of the biggest 
and most clover scoundrels who 
ovor gave evidence on bohalf 
of the crown. 

‘Tho prosecutor said ho would 
have liked to call tho Rajah if it 
had beon possible, but what could 
ho havo proved? Ho novor saw 
Hobbs in his lifo. 

The Judge, summing up, said 
tho jury wero only concerned to 
dotormino whother Hobbs was 
party to the conspiracy. .If they 
concluded that a conspiracy ox- 
jated botweon Nowton and Cap- 
tain Arthur, In view of Nowton’s 
admissions, and ho was an ac- 
complice in a wicked conspiracy. 
and had sworn o falso affidavit, 
tho jury would bo unable to act 
upon his evidence, excopt where 
it was corroborated by testimony 
which implicnted Hobbs. “It 
would bo much oasior to doal witb 
a roguo who admitted he was a 
rogue than a hypocrite who cloaks 
his sins undor ao transparont 
affootation of honasty”.— Reuter.

‘The defendant was put into the 
box and bo stated that bo was with 
another Gunner betweon 7 and 0 
o'clock on January 22, when hoe is 
alleged.to havo been in the houses 
nt Hunghom. Hoe was in tha 
billisrd room till nearly 0 o’clock 
and then woat to the Star Thentro, 
returning to barracke immediately 
afterwards. On tho 81st ho did 
not leave for more than on hour 
‘yn tho afternoon. He remained in 
camp all tho evening. On the 
evening of Fobruory 2 he wos 
engaged in writing o lotter with 
auother Gunner, 

On tho day of tis arrest be 
hired s bicycle and intended going 
to a village which was to have 
been blown up on the Sunday. He 
was roturning when ho lost his 
way and later met with on accident 
He went into No. 2 Shoung On 
Leuc to wash his bands, which 
wero all oily. He could not clean 
them with cold water ond op 
asking for. bot water was 
taken up stairs, whero ho bad 
aquarrel with one of the occupants. 
He was atill thero: when the 
iaspector entered and arrested him. 
Defendant denied ovér having 
asked the inmates for money or 
told them ho was a doctor. 

Gunnera Cole -ond Ceckroo 
corroborated certain of the 
defendant's statements. 


Benefit of the Doubt. 


Tho ‘defence having closed, his 
Worship. in discharging the 
defendant, said that it was 
quite clear that the witnerscs 
for tho prosecution hed talked 
thoir evidence over togotber vory 
carefully. There was similarity in 
dence and he did not sup- 
pese that they hed not discussed 
it daily. 

Commenting on the ovidence 
itself his Worship said that tbo 
cight witnesses for tho prosecution 
had sworn that tho defendant hod 
gouc to their respective houses, 
examined them ond ssid thnt ho 
wns doctor, Thero wan ovidence 
of + fair alibi for tho first day, but 
there was no, definite evidence 
of an alibi on tho othor day. 
As regarda the defendant's story, 
it wos very thin, but there 
wero two points he had noticed 
and ho was forming his decision 
on thom.

With conditions as they now 
arojn China, ono might atmost 
bo forgivon for oxcossive pessim- 
ism regarding: tho futuro of this 
groat country, which, woro it 
governed as it should be, would 
suroly be one of tho woalthiost 
and most prosperous in the 
wholo world, Thoro woro somo 
vory outspoken comments on tho 
present outlook, especially as it 
concerns British trado opportun- 
ities, in the special article from 
a Poking corrospondent which 
we published yostorday. Whilst 
may differ as to the 
preciso remedy—if, indecd, one 
con bo found—thero ean’ bo no 
controvorting (he mnain burdon of 
tho article, which is that China 
to-day isin a worso plight than 
sho has evor beon in hor history, 
and that forcign trado is gradual- 
ly but offoctually boing strangled 
asa result of the civil war and 
stato of general insecurity now 
predominant throughout tho 
longth ond broadth of tho land.

Wo boliove there has beon a 
good doa! of grumbling about tho 
wator rostriction at -Kowloon, 
and talk of thoro boing no 
nocosvity for the authorities to ‘bo 
so drastic. This is onsily dis- 
counted by tho official figuros 
which aro available to-day, and 
which discloso o vory scrious 
position. Not only has the 
lovol in tho reservoirs in 
Kowloon fallen vory low and 
tho rosorve supply decroasod 
most alarmingly, but the causo 
is also shown in tho statistics of 
consumption, proving that thoro 
has boon a groat doal of waste. 
It is impossible to imagine how 
tho public can reasonably require 
muoh moro water por head than 
last year (which alroady showed 
a riso ovor tho provious twolvo- 
month) yot thoro aro tho figuros 
to prove how tho consumption is 
steadily going up slong with a 
constant incroaso of the popula- 
tion—a position holding out most 
disquioting prospects for tho 
futuro unloss something can be 
done to stop the excossive uso of 
procious frosh wator, Lot us give 
tho main figures. For Kowloon, 
in 1924, tho lovel in tho water 
works was nono too promising, 
bolog 10 feot 3 inches below tho 
ovorflow on the first of March, 
and this yorr it is a wholo 19 foot 
Ginches below. Thoro wore 254 
million gallons in storago last 
year, and only 180. million now. 
Theo consumption was already 
bigh in 1924—13.8 gallons per 
head .por day—and now it ia actu- 
ally 15.2 gallons pox head. ‘Hong- 
kong, probably owing to moro 
wator being used for industrial 
purposes, beats tho Kowloon 
figuro casily, with a consumption 
por head of 20.6 gallons each day. 
and thoro too tho water levol is 
seriously low. The question which 
arisos ig whethor tho authorities 
properly ostimated the noods of 
tho futuro in yoars yono by, and 
whethor tho oxtension schomes 
havo not been rathor long dolayod. 
Whatever the answot might bo, 
tho fact remains thats consider- 
able restriction in tho daily uso 
of tho Colony'’s wator supplies is 
necessary. Much might bo ac- 
complishod'by propor campaigning 
amongst tho Chinose, oithor by 
poster or personal visits to 
houscholdors, so that - tho 
people might bo cducatod in 
the need of observing the “ wasto 
not, want not” adage with ro- 
ference to tho water supply. 
the meantime, it behoves all 
householders, of whatover nation- 
ality, to seo that no waste takos 
place on thair promises, oithor by 
thomselvos or thoir servants. 
Though thore is: no immediate 
causo for apprehonsion of an 
actual dearth of the precious fluid, 
thoro is amplo neod for precau- 
tions against the possibility of tho 
presont situation growing much 
worse, and it has indubitably bo- 
como oa matter for public oo- 
opsration.

YHAR'S WORK AT DIOOESAN' 
-BOHOOL, 


The Dioccsan Boy's School 
hold: their annual Spoech Day 
this aftornoon, when Profossor J. 
W.-N. Smith, of. Hongkong 
Univorsity, was: the prinolpal 
spoakor, A. lengthy annual 
report was presented by tho 
Hoadmaator (Rov. W, T. Fosthor- 
stona), from which we tnko the 
following oxtracts :— ‘ 


. SCHOOL WORK. 


In 1922-3 a large number of 
now books wore introduced and 
syllnbus, of tho whole school 
rodrafted.. .Tho yoar.1924 is. the 
second. completo yosr's work 
since: the- rodrafting of. the 
syllabus. My general improssion 
is that olassos take moro intoraat 
in tholr work now  bo- 
causc of tho larger’ number of 
toxt books used; thoro Is also 
less tondonoy to loarn by hoart 
and originality is oncouraged. 
Tho books: introduced for sacrip- 
turo, goography and history 
is. ospoojally woll’ usod. Tho 
study of world history is oncourog- 
ed. Daily weather roports aro 
put up on the school notico 
boards and tho display of 
oharts and illustrated papers 
has caused gront tnterost. School 
oxaminations in all subjocts wore 
held in Juno and July and roports 
sent out ot tho ond of tho 
summor torm. 

The English work throughout 
tho school is gonerally good, but 
tho writing could improvo in 
somo of tho lowor olassos. Road- 
ing is gonorally excollont but 
thero is o tondoncy to road too 
ouickly; this opplies partioularly 
to boys in tho senior classes. 
Dictation is good. 

. Practioal scionoo is woaok, tho 
marks in tho Univorsity ox- 
aminations wore vory bad; this 
is largely duo to the lack of pro- 
per laboratories and to tho fact 
that wo have not had time and 
opportunity to toach practical 
svloence in lower classes since 
wo docidod to ontor for this 
subject two yoars ago, Tho 
courso would appoar to neod 
about four years work, whoreas 
at prosont wo only givo two yours 
in practical science physics and 
chomistry. . 

Somo vory good. work is dono 
in mathomatios. Geography and 
history aro improving ond tho 
sontor Olasses aro vaking & widor 
interost in these subjects, Draw- 
ing is good. Map drawing‘ is 
gonerally excollunt. : 


RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION. 


Tho teaching of Scripturo is ono 
of the moat diflicult things to ac- 
comptish. satistactory; this Is 
tound to bo the caso in schools in 
Engiand; in Hongkong where wo 
have soveral languages or dialecta 
in use tho difficulty is groatly 
increased, It is hard to got 
Buitablo toxc’ buoks: in .simple 
inglish and naturally many boys 
aro, bocause of their enviroment 
not particularly interosted in tho 
subject, Thero is certainly o 
domand, on tho part of paronts 
aud guordtans, for religious and 
moral ‘instruction, Lo our 
utmost wo try to meot this 
demand, ‘Throughout the school 
wo bave'a regular eyliabus ot 
instruction bauod on tho Bible and 
the Catechism; in tho middic 
clussus wo oro trylug to inorcase 
the amount of Miblo roading in 
addition to the uso of toxt books, 

‘tho number of boys baptised 
and conlicmod is nob largo, 
A closer link botweon scnovls 
and local churches is neoded, 
With rogard to boardors -wo 
havo to consider familios ona 
in many cases boys leave school 
just’ as our influonco over 
thom sooms to bo roaching ao 
spiritual climax. Howover wo 
aro confident that our work has 
many unsoen results and will no 
doubt bring moro positive ‘results

CHILD WORKERS IN CHINA. 


— 


Necessity for Action by Provinces, 


Damo Adolaide Andorson, who 
rocontly roturned to England 
aftor sponding a year in China, 
studying social and industrial 
conditions, gave the Daily Herald 
the following account of her 
improssions :— 

It is impossible to claim in- 
timate knowledgo-of China after 
only ono yoar. My only qualifica- 
tion for spoaking is that I con- 
contrated on the industrial sido. 
Ta order to grasp even the 
elomonts of Chineso problems, 
ono must realize tho vastnoss of 
the population, of whom 85 por 
cent., it is ostimated, are engaged 
in, agricultural! pursuits, the speod 
at which the population incroasas, 
the ancient habit of industry in 
handicraft o5 well as in agricul- 
ture, which has trained tho 
Chinese to work almost by 
instinct, and the peaceable nature 
and odorliness of tho poople. 

I visited the chiof industrial 
contres, namely, Shanghai, 
Hankow, Hanyang and Wuchang, 
Tiontsin ond Poking. In the 
mills and factorios of Shanghai 
the childron go to work practical- 
ly as soon as thoy aro physicaly 
capable of work. Many are thore 
of six, sovon, cight years and up- 
wards. The youngest child f£ 
saw was a boy aged 59 years, 
and ho worked about 12 to 13 
hours a day for a wage of loss 
than dd. 

The hours may be anything 
from 12 to 15, usually ubout £2, 
and in cotton epinning mills 
a doyanda night shift. In some 
factorics tho childron havo an 
hour off for their meals, but

' Ghakespeare ia Japan, 

Mr. D. Millor, writing in tho 
‘Daily Mail, saya that somobody 
romarked tho othor day that 
Japaneso usually hoad tho dist of 
the numbors of foreign pilgrims 
to. Shakospoare's ‘birthplace in 
any givon yoar, and goos on to 
say that for vory many yoars it 
has boon possible to buy trans- 
lations of Shakospoaro into 
Jspanoso in bookshops all over 
Japon. Shakespoiro is bottor 
undorstood in Japan than in any 
othor foroign country. 

Prominent Japanese actors 
have now boon presonting Shapor- 
poarean plays for a numbor of 
yoars, 
of’ “Hamlot’ gtven in 190 
by tho late Kawakami, tho 
husband of tho incomparablo 
Sadayako, who horsolf upon 
that occasion mado a most 
appealing Opholis, But whorons 
the ‘Hamlet of Kawakami lator 
roso to great hoights of dramatio 
dignity, he elocted, for some un- 
known reason, to make his first 
appearance as tho gloomy Dano 
clad in a bluo velvot suit with red 
and white horizontally striped 
hoso, mounted on a bicycle on: 
which ho mado sovoral rovolu- 
tlons around tho stago before 
doclatming his oponing speech. 

- At about tho samo poriod I saw 
anothor company of Japanaso 
actors in “Othollo,” an adsapta- 
tion in which Dosdomona’s fathor 
held tho position of Governor of 
Formosa. Tho ontiro porformance 
was admirablo, perhaps because 
this tragedy of love and joalousy 
in ttsolf contains so muoh of tho 
spirit of the Japanese drama, in 
which so man” of the storios are 
woven around somo historical 
crime passionel, 

Most momorablo is tho Shylook 
of Sadanji,. greatest of all living 
Jopanoso actors, upon_ whom 
descended tho mantle of Danjiro, 
who was tho Irving of Japon. 
Danjiro was the last of a long lino 
of actors of that name, and, hav- 
ing no hoir to succeed him, he 
bequeathed his cheat of historic 
costumes to Sadanji—propertics 
whioh had beon in tho posression 
of tho Danjro family for genora- 
tions. His gesture in bestowing 
thom upon Sadanji left no dovbt 
as to that actor's standing among 
the tragedians of Japan.
